Should

Communist party 


member be allowed to teach in 
American schools? 


Those on the "yes" side, putting 


their emphasis on the importance 
of academic freedom, argue this 
way: 


A teacher should not be inter- 


fered with unless he's caught try- 
ig to twist his teaching to fit the 
party line. 


But catching him at it, say 


those on the "no" side is difficult. 


To do that, they say, would re- 


quire spying and 
once spying 


started in a school the faculty 
would be paralyzed or ruined. 


They argue that once a man is 


a Communist party member he is 
no longer free toleach what he 
may truly think because: 


He is a disciplined party mem- 


ber and must follow the party 
line, no matter how it shifts or 
changes. 


Hook Makes Analysis 


Professor Sidney Hook of New 


York university, one of those on 
the "no" side, had a long analysis 
of the problem last February in 
the New York Times magazine 
section.

When you pick up a copy of a newspaper you 
restate your belief in fair play- You express your 
willingness to let the other fellow get a hearing 
for hfi opinion. For opinion is as much a part 
oflhe newspaper as fact. Not just the editor's 
opinion but the opinions of business men and 
labor leaders, farmers and housewives, public 
officials and candidates for office—everyone 
whose opinions make news.

Some men and women think you should not 


have this freedom. They believe you should 
read only one set of opinions—theirs. They 
think there should be a law limiting what a 
newspaper can print. 


"Those whose freedom thesr, self-constituted 


leaders are aiming to limit are not so much the 


editors and publishers of news- 
papers as the readers. They claim 
that newspapers have too much 
freedom but what they mean is 
that you are too free. They don't 
talk about thought control but 
that is what they have in mind. 
They don't trust you with the 
knowledge of what is going on 
in the world — even what it 


happening in your own government. 


They know that if they can control what you 


read, they can control what you know. And when 
they control what you know, they can control your 
mind. Under the claim of knowing what is good 
for you, they want to take over your thinking. 
Hitler, Mussolini and Stalin used the same 
technique. 


Of course, the newspaper isn't your only 


source of information. But if the attack on the 
newspaper is successful, you can be sure that 
the magazines and books and the radio won't 
be overlooked. The newspaper happens to be 
the first target because it is the main source of 
your information regarding the events and 
trends about which these men and women want 
to keep you in ignorance. Once the newspaper 
is muzzled, the others will be easy.

If you think your right to know -isn't in

The state senate passed a bill 


this week • requiring all aircraft 
owners to carry financial respon- 
sibility and public liability jnsur. 
ance. The bill is sponsored by 
Sen. Dennis J. Collins, DeKalb. ThV 
bill, if passed, will put aircraft 
owners in the same category as au- 
tomobile drivers, so far as liabil- 
ity is concerned. 


If passed by the house and 


signed by the governor, it will 
make Illinois one of three states 
to have such a law. Similar laws 
now exist in California and Con- 
necticut.

Senate Approval of Treaty Is Death 


Knell of Isolationism in America 


No burst of cheers greeted the unanimous approval of 


the North Atlantic Treaty by the Senate Foreign Relations 
committee. The event generally was accepted happily but 
quietly. 
The truth is, approval by this group and the senate itsell 


has been taken for granted from the start. 


Viewed in a broad setting, this reaction is startling. Who 


would have guessed in 1940, when the isolationist debates 
were raging, that today the United States would take on 
heavy peacetime foreign commitments almost nonchalantly'. 


Here we are, preparing to enter a tight mutual defense 


pact with 11 other nations of the "Atlantic community. 
Never before in our history has a security effort of this 
magnitude even been seriously broached. It stands as a 
towering milestone in American foreign policy. 
And yet, now that we are doing this, it seems almost 


anti-climactic. How could this happen? 
We venture that this apparent popular indifference 


means above all that people long since have endorsed the idea 
of working with other countries to preserve peace. 


The United Nations charter won U. S. ratification in 


quick order. World War H, with the atom bomb, guided mis- 
siles and long-range planes, sent the shrunken regiments of 
isolationism scattering. 


Russia's open sabotage of the UN, coupled with her ag- 


gressive designs on Europe, compelled the western nations 
to fall back upon less sweeping regional machinery to-help 
avert war. That machinery is the North Atlantic Pact. 


The American people appear to have accepted the notion 
-that this treaty embraces the same principle of collective 
" security that they agreed to in the UN charter. 


Of course, the government, large segments of the press 


and other agencies helped to educate, people to endorsement 
of the pact. All these got a boost from Russias' stubborn re- 
fusal to work co-operatively for peace and recovery. But the 
real groundwork was already laid. 
In hearings on the treaty, Senators Watkins and Donnell 


deplored what they felt was popular apathy. They charged 
that the committee had prejudged ;the issue and was not 
eager to hear opposition. 
; - 
Their effort to rally opponents collapsed in dismal failure. 


Either the real protesting forces are too small or they are 
afraid to speak out openly. 
For they probably realize, as did the committee, that the 


prevailing mood of the people is to make their strength felt 
in unity with other like-minded nations. 
Reinforced by that popular temper, the senate committee 


has given America's friends and her possible enemies 
thumping proof that we intend to stand firm against ag- 
gression.

Ulcerative Colitis May 
Involve Dysentery, Too

The colon is the lower end of 


the digestive system. It is some- 
times affected by

condition 


known as ulcerative colitis, a dis- 
ease in \vhich ulcers form on the 
inside of the passageway. 


In spite of much study of this 


condition, there is as yet no real 
agreement as to its cause. Many 
kinds of germs have been found 
in the ulcers but none of them 
seems to be exclusively responsi- 
ble. 
Deficiencies of nutrition, al- 


lergy, 
nervous 
disorders, 
and 


many other possible causes have 
been investigated. 


Severe diarrhea, often accom- 


panied by blood, is

symptom. Pain in the abdomen 
is often present but may not be 
very severe. Fever is also likely 
to occur and this raises the strong

Well-Instructed Savages 
Are Products of the Home 


American schools are producing 


"well-instructed savages," says a 
Rutgers University professor, who 
claims that we have separated 
education and manners until chil- 
dren are proud to show there is 
no connection. 


That's probably because parents 


have come to rely too much on 
the schools taking o^ver the duties 
of the home.' 


After all, if a school teacher is 


handed a little savage to educate 
—or more likely, 30 or 40 little 
savages—the teacher is doing as 
much as can be expected if she 
turns them into 
well-instructed 


savages. 


The fault lies in the home for 


sending the schools little savages 
to cope with. 


Real manners are learned at 


home, and the learning starts, or 
should start, long before the child 
begins School, and should continue 
as long as the child is under the 
parental roof. 


It's the mother, not the school 


teacher, who has the responsibility 
for teaching a child to respect the 
rights and feelings of others, to 
treat adults with respect, not to

(AP)—There is a grave here big 
enough for a man, but too small 
to hold a legend. 


In the grave lies Gen. George S. 


Patton, Jr., and it holds him se- 
curely. 
But his legend reaches 


across the miles and years to all 
those who aspired to what he lived 
by and that was leaderalup. 


They didn't bury "Georgie" he/e. 


They just put him underground. 
But nobody shoveled earth on what 
he stood for nor can anyone as 
long as men .put their faitli in 
valor. 


Perhaps the word is glory. Geor- 


gie used that word,often. He liked 
the sound of it and he believed in 
it. He didn't fight the system un- 
der which mankind has dwelled in 
worry and wonder since Cain killed 
Abel. 
• He took it as it has been. ">• He 
said it would probably continue 
and he believed and lived and died 
in. that belief—that man is born 
to warfare and that since his 
heritage is struggle, those who 
struggle with the firmest courage 
are the people who face life in 
the finest way. 


Wisdom Above War 


There is probably 
a wisdom 


above 
war 
called 
peace—the 


world's 
unknown 
adventure. 


Whether peace is good or bad for 
the human race has never been 
fully determined because always 
since the garden of Eden this race, 
facing life with more vanity than 
the insects but with four fewer 
legs, has expressed its frustra- 
tions in a sterile pattern of weary 
violence. 


In individual cases these out- 


breaks are classified as homicide, 
a kind of crime. In the cases of 
nation against nation ttiere is the 
softer word, war, a kind of polite 
and collective murder. Under this 
surprising moral order you can 
be hanged for killing a man you 
have a personal grievance against 
or can be rewarded with a medal 
for willing 25 strangers you don't 
know. 


Ruthless, Personal Honesty 
Georgie Patton took 
mankind 


as it is and as it always has 
been. 
His real monument was 


a ruthless, personal honesty. He 
believed that people, being what 


they are, made war inevitable, 
not just one but over and over. 


Because his courage came out 


of his^ mouth 
as well 
as 
bis 


heart, 'because he spoke as brave- 
ly and straightly as he acted, he 
was sometimes in hot water with 
the American people. 
He 
was 


more honest with them than they 
were with him. They compro- 
mised and quibbled. 
He acted. 


He did what they wanted done. 
They wanted 
victory 
and he 


gave it to them. There are diplo- 
mats in military as well as civil- 
ian life. Diplomats want' success 
without the attrition and risk of 
gambling. 


Georgie was smart enough to 


know that a bold general spends 
men's lives to save other men's 
lives. 
He hated fox holes be- 


cause he really believed that dig- 
ging in was wasted energy, that 
in attacking again and again lay 
success and few losses. 


Courage Above Politics 


And when the army needed a 


tough man to do a tough job, 
there was Georgie, tough enough 
to order one man to his death to 
keep two other men alive. And 
that was the courage he had — a 
courage above military politics. 


Well, to him, to' d|e in battle 


for your country was the supreme 
glory. 
Georgie didn't create the 


system, it created him. 


And until men^think of glory- in 


other terms, General Patton will 
remain an American landmark. 


Today he lies at the head of 


his troops, a silent roster of some 
5,200 men. There are four gold 
stars on the simple white 
cross 


above him. 


No general who died in Europe 


in the second world war wears 
this rank over his grave but him, 
They had to set Georgie apart in 
death, as he set himself apart in 
life, because 
so 
many 
people 


came to see him. 
Here .is our 


strong ambassador, a real sym- 
bol that Americans are here to 
stay.

"The change was for the best 


interest of the club," Grimm told 
baseball writers. 


"Mr. Wrigley flew to New York 


and we talked over the entire 
situation. He was worried about 
my health and that the poor show- 
ing of the team might be injuri- 
ous to me. 


"The players have given me 


their best and I'll take the rap for 
our showing just as I gave them 
credit for winning three pennants 
in ten years for me as manager. 


"There's nothing wrong with 


my health. Of course, I'm disap- 
pointed, who wouldn't be. 


"I didn't want to be kicked-up»- 


stairs. We talked it all over and 
Wrigley convinced me he needed 
a baseball man in the front office 
because baseball has become such 
a vast business.

"A big league club needs one 


man to handle the business end 
and another to run the baseball 
end." 


"As soon as we agreed I'd 


handle the baseball part of the 
business it was put up to me to 
select a manager and I suggested 
Frisch. Wrigley arranged to get 
him. I've always admired .Frank- 
ie's knowledge and the way he 
runs a club. He can use a whip, 
something I never could do. I'm 
not made that way but I'm sure 
Frankie is fair about things or I 
wouldn't have asked for him.
